I received your inquiry on Laron Arnold in early April; having started as Scout Executive on 
April 1st it took me a little time to get to this and to find the information. 

Laron Arnold, or as our records showing the spelling Larren Arnold, was an active unit and 
district Scouter in this area- About five years ago he moved to Pocateilo, Idaho and is believed by 
those who knew him to still be there. All contacts expressed concern about Laron Arnold's 
reputation with child sexual molestation. One contact, however, was Mr. Arnold's ecclesiastical 
leader and had first-hand knowledge of child sexual molestation of one or more Scouts. No 
charges were filed as the mother was talked out of it at the time by church leaders. As near as I 
can tell, no council leadership were ever informed. All contacts in my investigation expressed 
concern about Mr. Arnold 's having future involvement in Scouting. 

I will forward a copy of this letter to Brad Allen, Scout Executive in Pocateilo, Idaho, Tendoy 
Area Council. If I can be of help in the future, please contact me.
